How to rout an enemy without destroy- 
ing friends is a problem continually facing 
the scientist. A case in point is that bane 
of alfalfa seed growers, the lygus.bug. This 
pest can be destroyed with DDT or toxa- 
phone, but to the modern insecticide an in- 
sect is an insect. It kills one kind almost as | 
easily as another. 

Dr. G. ‘A. Hobbs, Associate Entomolo- | 
gist at the Field Crop Insect Laboratory, 
Lethbridge, expresses concern about the 
harm that can be done by indiscriminate | 


dusting and spraying of forage seed fields. | 
Use insecticides with care, he advises. First | 
make sure the need is there, then don’t ex- | 
ceed the dose recommended. 

In applying chemicals to destroy lygus, | 
the aim of the alfalfa seed grower is to pre- | 
vent damage to the bloom. But unless the | 
bloom is fertilized and the seed set, his pur- | 
pose is defeated. His friends in this case | 
are the wild bumblebees and leaf-cutter bees | 
that trip and cross-pollinate the alfalfa 
flowers. Where these bees are absent there |! 
is little seed set in Alberta’s alfalfa fields. | 

Since bees rarely visit alfalfa before 
the flowers open, there will be little danger 
to them from dust or spray applied at this | 
time. It is in the chemicals used during 
the blooming period that the danger lies. | 
Toxaphone is the preferred insecticide when 
the crop is in bloom. It is sometvhat less 
poisonous to bees that DDT. Timing is also | 
important. Some protection can be provided | 
by using the insecticide only in the evening 
when the flight of the bees is over for the 
day. 

But the alfalfa seed grower has other 
friends in the field. Among them are the 
predators, the lions and tigers of the insect | 
world. One of these, the damsel bug, can | 
do magnificent work in cleaning up the | 
lygus pest. Under controlled conditions, one 
of these predators killed 29 young and adult | 
lygus during its life. Once established, a | 
comparatively small number of predators 
can quickly reduce the pest population. If. | 
they are destroyed, another source of crop | 
protection is gone. 

These are not the only problems facing | 
the entomologist when considering insecti- 
cides for crop protection, But they do indi- 
cate the need for careful thought on the part | 
of the scientist and careful application on the | 


part of the farmer... It doesn’t pay to assume | 
that if one pound of an insecticide is recom- 
mended, twice that amount will be better. | 
Stay with the recommendation, advises Dr. 
Hobbs. Careless use of an insecticide can be 
disastrous,

Farm Costs Soar 


The bureau of agricultural economics | 
puts out a figure called Farm Production | 
Expenses, In 1940 it stood at $6.6 billion, 
In 1952 it is estimated by the same source 
at $23.4 billion. These expenses are “sticky”, | 
Farm prices go up and down much more 
readily than farm expenses, We in agricul- | 
ture have a tremendous interest in prevent- 
ing either future inflation or serious defla- 
tion so that we can go about he business of 
producing agricultural — commodities and 
making a living at it.—Allan B. Kline, presi- 
dent, American Farm Bureau Federation.

Canada’s Puritanical’ Boom — 


By William Clarke in Saturday Night 


William Clark is a London Observer corres- 
pondent. His stery to The Observer on his 
visit to the Canadian west shows how the 
creat developments there look te British 
eyes. 


® 

The red-faced man in front of me in tne 
sucue at the cashier’s desk was determined to be 
aasty. He had told us several times that they did 
‘things better in Chicago, and that he couldnt 
think why he had ever.come to Calgary, or Al- 
berta or Canada. 

“Seven dollars is too much for a hotel room 
in this hick town” he grumbled as. he counted 
cut seven dollar bills and turned to go. “Excuse 
me, sir’ said the patient cashier, “there is an- 
cther 40 cents to pay, the United States dollar 
is at a discount here you know.” 

There was a-moment in which apoplexy 
seemed certain, and -mayhem likely, but the 
shock was too great and the Chicagoan paid up 
vithout a word. Not a single Canadian grinned, 
but all of them managed to look very pleased in 
1 restrained way. 

The price of hotel rooms, and the diff iculty 
of getting them even at a price, 1s only one in- 
dication of the boom which is enveloping the 
West of Canada. Every town is surrounded by 
‘concentric rings of new houses, the last few rows 
usually still awaiting the arrival of public ser- 
vices. In Edmonton, which is both the capital 
of Alberta and self-consciously postmarks all let- 
ters “The oil capital of Canada,” the town has 

‘grown so fast that the airport has been entirely 
‘ surrounded. 

There can be no doubt that Edmonton is a 
‘boom town; money is easy, prices are grotesque, 
the broad streets are clogged with shiny bulbous 
mew. American cars. Yet the scene, which is in 
“many ways so reminiscent of American movies 
-about boom towns in the old West, is given a 
‘definitely Canadian flavor by the curious fact 
.that this is a puritanical boom. At ten o’clock 
‘the town is asleep, there are no gambling dens, 
‘no shots in the night followed by the sound of 
sheriff’s posses, above all, there are no saloons. 


: It is not possible to buy a drink of any- 

‘thing stronger than beer in Edmonton and 
even that is only provided in bars for men separ- 
ated by a thick wall from bars for women. Al- 
berta takes the pleasures of wealth with a 
Presbyterian seriousness that reflects the strong 
Scots element in the population. 

The Prime Minister of the Province is him- 
self an earnest Churchman who regf’rds politics 
as the continuation of religion by other means. 
His Social Credit Government has long. since 
abandoned ideas of currency manipulation (ex- 
cept in theory) and concentrates its attention on 
sound, honest and very conservative administra- 
tion. 

For in spite of the boom, in spite of the 
great fortunes that are being made, Canadians 
are acutely aware that they stand today where 


the United States stood at the end of the Civil

War: on the threshold of great expansion; and 
they are determined to learn from the mistakes 
of their neighbor, just as they feel that they 
have learned from‘ the mistakes of the Mother 
Country. 2 , 

But it is difficult for Canada, living next- 
door to the most powerful country in the world, 
to feel sure that she will remain master of her 
fate. The days of President Polk, of “Fifty-four 
Forty or fight’’ and of overt American Imperia]- 
ism are over, but the 49th parallel is a very thin 
wall against the power of American capital. The 
oil fields of Alberta are at present largely fi- 
nanced by United States dollars, and this is great- 
ly resented. 

“Canada cannot be independent and show 
the world what she’s made of till Canadian 
industries are financed by Canadian money,” I- 
was told by a banker in Calgary. I asked how 
a country with a population little larger than 
some of the individual States of the American 


-union could hope to finance the development of 


half a continent. 

“By Canadian money,” he replied. “I mean 
the traditional Canadian dollar which is 50 cents 
of United States money and 50 cents of sterling.” 
There is no difficulty about geting 50 cents from 
the United States,

There are weaknesses in the Canadian posi- 
well aware, The need to get capital from. the 
United States alone, rather than from two or 
more competitive bidders is one such weakness; 
the lack of an indigenous Canadian culture is 


another, though every effort is being made to/ 


produce “national” schools of Art and Letters. 

But as I flew from Winnipeg to Chicago 
over the everlasting miles of wheat I could feel 
the strength and solidity of Canada’s claim to be 
recognized as a great emergent nation. It was 
with pride that I put down eight Canadian dol- 
lars to pay my poll tax at the Chicago airport. 
“Sorry, Bud,” said the immigration officer,

The bomb, known as a bazooka 
or rocket launcher bomb, exploded 
before the officer-in-charge or 
NCO’s noticed the smal. group 
examining it. 

The casualties, all young sol- 
diers undergoing jrimary military 
training at Currie Barracks, had 
been among a party engaged in 
weapon training at the range. 
Located on the Sarcee Indian re- 
serve, the range is several miles 
from the barracks. 

The wounded were take to the 
Belcher hospital in Caigary, where 
the condition of one was sinred i 
be serious. ¢ 

A court of inquiry under Capt. 
C. Pine has already been ordered 
to investigate the accident.
